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Jurisdiction  of  the  Port 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1898,  permanently  constituting  "The  Swansea  Port  Sanitary 
Authority",  the  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  set  forth  in  Section  II,  Article  10. 

SECTION  II  - The  Jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 
extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Swansea  which  lies  on  the  landward 
side  of  a straight  line  drawn  from  Mumbles  Point  to  the  South-eastern  extremity 
of  the  said  Port  at  Nash  Point,  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of 
Sv/ansea  within  such  limits,  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers, 
channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  and  the  place  or 
places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station 
or  Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time 
being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said 
port  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purpose  of  any  such 
Regulations  as  aforesaid  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof, 
or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder,  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place 
appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  in^ich  shall  be  on  its  way  thither.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  by 
your  officers  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1978, 


This  is  the  105th  Annual  Report  to  be  presented  and  although  the  Local 
Government  Act  1972  repealed  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Port  Health 
Districts)  Regulations,  1959,  I have  in  accordance  with  your  wishes  prepared 
this  Report  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  Annual  Reports, 


3,710  vessels  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority 
during  the  year  1978  amounting  to  a gross  tonnage  of  9,847,533.  This 
represented  a decrease  of  36  in  the  number  of  arrivals.  Cargo  handled  at 
all  the  ports  amounted  to  11,328,033  tons,  an  increase  of  859,089  tons  when 
compared  with  the  1977  figures. 

Trade  passing  through  the  South  Wales  Ports  in  1978  showed  a marginal 
increase  con5)ared  with  the  1977  figures.  The  Sw^sea  docks  showed  an 
increase  of  approximately  8^,  In5)orts  increased  by  152,604  tons  and 
exports  increased  by  118,396  tons. 

Iron  ore  in^jorts  at  Port  Talbot  increased  by  673,585  tons  and  coal 
imports  decreased  by  15,808  tons. 

No  cases  of  infectious  diseases  to  which  the  International  Health 
Regulations  apply  occurred  on  ships  during  the  year,  but  information  regarding 
other  notifiable  and  infectious  diseases  are  to  be  found  later  in  this  Report,

Also  included  are  details  of  shore  and  ship  fresh  water  sampling, 
particulars  regarding  the  inspection  of  foodstuffs,  its  sampling,  and  when 
necessary,  its  condemnation  when  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Although  a careful  watch  was  kept  on  ships  in  dock  emitting  smoke,  in 
no  case  was  it  observed  that  the  emission  was  in  excess  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels) 
Regulations,  1958,

Seven  Student  Environmental  Health  Inspectors  from  Swansea,  Brecon  and 
Ogwr  District  Councils  visited  the  docks  at  various  times  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS 


The  British  m.v.  Border  Castle  docked  at  the  Queens  Dock  Swansea  on  the 
22fth  June,  1978.  No  sickness  was  reported  on  arrival.  An  Indian  member  of 
the  crew  reported  sick  on  the  25th  June  and  was  admitted  to  Singleton  Hospital 
with  suspected  Infectious  Hepatitis,  this  was  confirmed  on  the  4th  July,  The 
Port  Medical  Officer  was  informed  and  also  told  of  the  information  given  by  the 
Captain  of  the  vessel,  that  over  a period  of  some  weeks  he  had  landed  two  other 
members  of  his  crew  with  similar  symtoms,  for  hospitalisation.  The  vessel 
sailed  from  Swansea  for  Milford  Haven  and  then  Dublin,  Both  these  Port  Health 
Authorities  were  given  all  the  above  information. 

PARA-TYPHOID 


This  office  was  informed  by  a local  firm  of  shipping  agents  that  the  m.v, 
British  Holly,  due  in  Swansea  on  the  19th  August,  1978  from  the  Isle  of  Grain 
had  reported  an  Indian  seaman  hospitalised  at  the  Isle  of  Grain  on  the  1st  August 
and  later  confirmed  as  a case  of  Para-typhoid,  Another  Indian  seaman  had  been 
sent  to  hospital  when  the  vessel  returned  to  the  Isle  of  Grain  on  15th  August 
again  confirmed  as  Para-typhoid. 

A specimen  had  been  taken  from  each  member  of  the  crew  for  laboratory 
examination  at  Edinburgh  and  another  on  the  ships  arrival  back  at  the  Isle  of 
Grain,  with  one  exception,  the  3rd  Engineer, 

The  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  informed.  The  vessel  arrived 
at  Swansea  on  the  19th  August  and  was  iricited  by  an  inspector  who  was  told  that 
there  was  no  sickness  to  report,  A specimen  from  the  3rd  Engineer  was  taken  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett  and  later  reported  to  be  negative. 

The  vessel  was  visited  daily  up  to  the  date  of  sailing  21st  August,  This 
office  was  contacted  by  the  Port  Health  Authority,  Isle  of  Grain,  on  the  22nd 
August  to  confirm  that  the  specimen  taken  from  one  member  of  the  crew  was  positive. 
The  local  agents  for  the  ship  were  informed  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to 
contact  the  vessel  and  instruct  the  Master  to  confine  the  patient  to  the  sickbay. 

The  Port  Health  -Authorities  in  Rotterdam  were  contacted  by  telephone  and 
telegram.  This  patient  was  hospitalised  in  Rotterdam.  On  the  23rd  August, 
the  vessel  sailed  from  Rotterdam  for  Swansea  arriving  on  the  26th  August,  Daily 
visits  were  carried  out  and  no  cases  of  sickness  v/ere  reported. 

The  ship  sailed  for  Calais  on  the  30th  August,  The  Calais  Port  Medical 
Officer  was  informed  of  the  above. 

(The  Indian  crew  members  of  the  British  Holly  left  Bombay  on  the  12th  July 
1978  and  arrived  at  the  Isle  of  Grain  to  join  the  ship  on  the  14th  July  1978.)

The  n.v.  Louise  Weston  ariived  in  Swansea  from  Dublin  on  the  9th 
September,  1978,  The  boarding  inspector  was  informed  that  a member  of 
the  crew  had  visited  a doctor  in  Dublin  and  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  G-astro  -^teritis.  No  other  case  of  sickness  was  reported  on  arrival. 
The  Port  Medical  Officer  was  informed  and  the  vessel  was  visited  daily  whilst 
in  dock.  The  patient  was  paid  of-  in  Swansea  and  he  returned  to  his  home 
in  Southampton,  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Southampton  was  advised 
of  his  arrival.

1 • Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats 

The  Ratsearcher,  working  under  the  direction  of  an  Inspector,  searches  as 
a routine,  ships  from  foreign  ports  as  soon  as  possible  after  arrival,  for  any 
evidence  of  rat  infestation.  Enquiries  are  always  made  as  to  mortality  amongst 
the  rats  on  board  and  particular  attention  during  the  search  is  paid  to  any  excreta 
runs,  sme^s,  etc,,  as  well  as  to  any  harbourage  present.  It  is  as  a result  of  * 
such  an  inspection  whether  any  rat  repressive  measures  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  same  procedure  is  adopted  prior  to  the  issue  of  a Deratting  or  Deratting 
Exemption  Certificate,  which  foreign-going  ships  must  possess  in  accordance  with 
Article  54  of  the  International  Health  Regulations  as  well  as  for  Rodent  Certificates 
issued  ^der  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  shipping)  Orders 
1951  and  1956,

If  there  appears  to  be  no  likelihood 
of  co-operation,  an  Infortnal  Notice  is  served  on  the  Master  and/or  Owners  and  if 
thought  necessary  the  assistance  of  the  Marine  Surveyor  of  the  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry  is  sought.  If  the  Notice  is  not  complied  with  or  only  partly  con5)lied 
with  in  this  Port  and  the  ship  is  proceeding  coastwise,  then  a follov/  up  notice  is 
sent  to  the  next  Port  Health  Authority, 

Generally,  ships  from  which  drinking  water  samples  are  taken,  have  sailed 
before  the  result  from  the  Bacteriologist  is  available.  In  such  cases,  should 
the  result  be  unsatisfactory,  a notice  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Owners  via  the 
local  agents,  advising  them  to  instruct  the  Master  to  have  all  drinking  water 
remaining  on  board  boiled  before  consumption  and  to  make  arrangements  as  speedily 
as  possible  to  have  the  fresh  water  tanks  chlorinated  and  satisfactorily  cleansed.

As  a Bort  Health  Authority  we  are  particularly  interested  in  the 
foodstuffs  landed  and  during  the  year  672  containers  or  trailers  cairrying 
over  9,158  tons  of  foodstuffs  arrived  from  Cork, 

In  accordance  with  the  Imported  Food  Regulations  when  an  Authorised 
Officer  considers  it  expedient  that  the  examination  of  the  contents  of  a 
container  should  be  deferred  until  it  reaches  a specified  place  of  destination 
elsewhere,  he  shall  require  the  Importer  etc.,  to  give  an  undertaking  in 
writing,  stating  that  the  container  has  been  sealed  and  will  remain  so  until 
it  reaches  the  destination  specified  on  the  undertaking.  At  the  same  time, 
the  Authorised  Officer  must  notify  the  Receiving  Authority  that  the  Container 
is  on  its  way  to  that  Authority  and  this  must  be  done  as  expeditiously  as 
possible,  normally  by  telephone  and  later  confirmed  in  writing. 

Occasionally  it  has  happened  that  food  containers  have  arrived  without 
a definite  address  to  which  they  are  bound.  These  are  immediately  detained 
and  are  only  released  when  the  Inspector  is  satisfied  of  their  correct  destinat:

The  above  container  returned  from  Cardiff*  to  Swansea  after  delivering  a 
consignment  of  bananas  from  Equador  Via  Eire.  The  container  landed  in  Swansea 
from  the  m.v,  "STENA  GEihAAT'flCA"  on  the  morning  of  28,2.78  from  Cork. 

V/hilst  discharging  the  bananas  at  Cardiff  it  was  noticed  that  there  were 
large  insects  present.  Some  of  these  insects  were  found  to  be  still  in  the 
empty  container  on  its  return  to  Swansea. 

"Rentokil"  undertook  the  fumigation  of  the  container. 

The  insects  were  identified  by  the  Zoological  Department  of  Swansea

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  1970 

Periodical  inspections  are  made  of  the  ships  which  operate  passenger  services 
from  Swansea  and  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Owners  to 
any  defects  found,  remedial  action  is  usually  taken  imraed lately. 

Samples  of  the  drinking  water  were  taken  from  time  to  time  from  these  ships 
and  subjected  to  Bacteriological  examination  and  when  the  results  proved  unsatis- 
factory chlorination  of  the  affected  tanks  were  undertaken  without  delay, 

THE  FOOD  HY&ISIv'E  (DOCKS,  CARRIERS.  ETC,)  REGULATIONS,  I96O 

As  a result  of  regular  routine  visits  to  the  various  wharves,  warehouses, 
transit  sheds,  ect,,  to  which  these  Regulations  are  applicable  it  has  been 
necessary  at  times  to  drav/  the  attention  of  the  Owners  and  Tenants  to  their 
obligations  under  the  Regulations,  particularly  as  regards  to  cleanliness. 

Usually  any  complaints  made  by  your  Inspectors  are  immediately  attended  to. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  of  the  foodstuffs  landed  here  are  packed 
or  otherwise  protected  in  such  a manner  that  risk  of  contamination  of  the  food 
is  negligible.
